It will 
be received by the American people as it 
is intended they (should receive, as coming 
from one citizen elevated to the highest 
position by the suffrages of other citi- 
zens, to them collectively.

Death was due to pneumonia and de-

He, however, continued his official duties 
and occupied his seat in the senate last 
Tuesday.
